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Politics of Europe. 


We are still without Arrivals from England, and continue to 
draw our information on European affairs from the Loudon Pa- 
pers of June. 

The Butt, out of the richness of his pastares, seldom fails to 
give us some green herbage to refresh and relieve the monotony 
of our (to him) dreary pages—({fot toa vision like his it must 
bea dreary waste indeed)—and if the solid sense and informa- 
tion of the various articles on Politics, Literature, and Science, 
were not now and then relieved by a little sprinkling of the 
piquant and ridiculous, which we occasionally glean from his 
lucubratious, it would, to the dull, be dall work indeed to get 
through 16 pag@s. So far, his existence is usefal; and much as 
we desire to be free from all unnecessary restraints ourselves, 
we are nevermore pleased than when wesee him ranging per- 
fectly at large, and playing his frolicsome gambels for the 
diversion of the lockers-on. He is absolutely bevond himself in 
his remarks on the Freedom of the Pressin his Paper of yester- 
day ; but we must refer our readers to the Asiatic Sheet for this 
choice morceau, and turn here to other subjects :— 


Loudon, June 8, 1822.—Merit, whether moral or _politi- 
cal, may be as safely discovered by the virolence of its enemies, 
as by the ardour of its friends. The patriotism, valour, and suc- 
cesof the South American Republics have called forth lively 
sympathy and solid admiration in every region of the globe. 
Wherever oppression had been felt, or liberty prized, the patriots 
of South America found zealous friends, But not less unequivo- 
cal, as a testimony to their merit, has been the ever-varying but 
never suppressed rancour of interested or hired foes to their in- 
dependence. At first, it was the madness of the enterprise which 
excited the pity or regret of the philanthrophic lovers of the old 
Spanish domination, By every artifice of misrepresentation the 
anticipated failure was promoted, But prophecy, and fraod, 
and slander, were driven from the field, and success as signal and 
decisive as it was glorious, crowned the American Patriots, Next 
the candid abhorrers of resistance to wrong, discovered that we, 
on this old hemisphere, could really know nothing of South 
America. If we recognized its existence in our maps, that was 
all that reason could demand ; for as to any independent politi- 
cal community rising up there, it was quite unknown to the wise, 
and ought never to be acknowledged by the prudent. But a 
fortnight back this was the faveurite and dogmatical creed of the 
illuminati, not only of Paris, but of a certain obscure corner not 
far from Newgate. In Paris there exists reasons sufficiently 
ebvious for such illamination of editors; but how are we to ac- 
count for the exquisite perception of the fitting and the b ing 
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8th of June 1822? Had vou but edified mankind thus some fifty 
years ago. the Government of North America had never “ sprang 
from the liberal school,” and “trade and colonies, and all the 
other essentials of national wealth and grandeur had not crom- 
bled at its tonch ;” nor had the wasting fever of liberty formed its 
contagious tide along the western shores of the Atlantic. Old 
Spain must slink hack at the rebake of the Newgate philosopher 
into the covert of Ferdinand’s anclipped wings. In every ora- 
cle, however, there is ambiguity ; and this oracle very consisteat- 
ly, says, that the Spanish Government is answerable to hama- 
nity for her sullen reluctance to renounce a dispute in which she 
cannot possibly acquire honour or profit.” Yet still more pro- 
ceeds the strain: ‘The States of the New World will display all 
the vices of the Old, They are founded on as rickety a basis” 
&e. Sorely the sage had his eye on some clumsy seaffolding in 
the Old Bailey, when he wrote illustrations so indicative of a 
rickety head. He knows too “ that those States are the work of 
adventurers, governed by no principles and guided by fo attach- 
ments.” By adventurers, he means of course, men who are not 
legitimate despots—such men as Washington, Franklin, and 
other obscure disturbers of trade and colonies. By principles, 
he mnst mean the principles of a gaol: and, by attachments, he 
of course exvresses the process of law which guide men toa 
dungeon. This unhappy neighbour of all the immured felons 
of London at length finds a “ procrastian bed” of legislation. Ta 
that sweet classical repose weleave him. The States of South 
America prove their steady advancement im security and freedom 
by calling forth attacks like these. Some mercenary specula- 
tors in other and more perilous loans, seem to be stung almost 
to death by the perfect facility with which loans are contracted 
in the city for such governments as Colombia. It is mortifying 
no doubt, to pany jugglers that they cannot have all South Ame- 
rica dependent on their wisdom and liberality, We may con- 
dole with them, however, but verily we can offer them no hope.— 
True Briton, 


Piracy.—The proceedings instituted against the Heroina, 
styling herself a Buenos Ayres privateer, and lately captured by 
the Portuguese frigate Perova, and according to advices received 
by the last packet, condemned by the Admiralty Coart at Lisbon, 
have developed so many circomstances conneeted with the sys- 
tem of piracy and robbery so long pursued on the high seas, in al- 
most every part of the globe, that we have deemed it our duty 
to lay before our readers the subjoined extract from the report of 
the trial. No sooner did the new Governments in South America 
acquire a certain degree of organization and consistency, than 
their citizens severally fitted out privateers to cruise against their 
common enemy. Enterprising men of other nations who abound 





which so eminently blesses the oracle called the “ Public Led- 
ger”? Is it the solidity of the walls of Newgate, which inspire 
his admiration of strength? Is it the clanking of chains perpe- 
tually in his ear, which teaches him the harmony of power? Bat 
this day he has ventured to avow wenderful knowledge of thie 
South American States, Spain is first contemptoously reprimand- 
ed for having been regenerated. “Trade, colonies, and all the 
other essentials of national wealth and grandeur cramble at the 
toach of Governments sprung from the liberal school; and after 
all, their liberty is but a wasting fever.” Incomparable sage! 
why did you withhold so much wisdom from the world till the 
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inthe West Indies and United States, immediately sought these 
belligerent @ags, either by going to the ports where they could be 
had with little difficalty and expence, or by obtaining simulated 
papers made to suit the vessel they destined for a cruizer, and 
these forged commissions were easily obtained from men who 
gain a liveliboed solely by this nefarious practice. In every 
quarter these pirates made their appearance, and in the West 
India paseaces were seen waiting for unarmed and defenceless 
vessels, which they robbed of every thing valuable, and they of- 
ten took their entire cargoes, and sold them on the coast of St, 


Domingo and other bye-places, tarning the crews adrift, and

without recurring to any Admiralty or other Court of Adjadica- 
tion. This system wee earried, @ year oF two ago, to an enor- 
mous height; although, perhaps, the British flag was less expos- 
ed to these depredations than any other, owing to the dread and 
the ascendancy of out navy ; but other vessels, insured at Lioyd’s, 
were captured, oceasioning immense losses tothe underwriters, 
The South American Governments, principally of Venezuela and 
Buenos Ayres, were appaticd at the ravages committed under 
their fag, without having any knowledge of the parties; and in- 
deed they were also alarmed-atthe it egulariues of some regular 
commissioned privateers, which had grossly abused the powers 
confided to them. Both Governments corresponded with our 
Admirals on the above respective stations, and pledged them- 
selves to concur in any plan that might vend to the suppression of 
these disorderly and disgraceful acts. The Buenos Ayres Go- 
vernment at length calied in all then commissions, ahd fixed a 
period for their privateers to return to port. After which they 
notified that all those keeping at sea, should be treated as pirates. 
These judicious enactments were, however, not sufficiently 
efficacious to suppress piracies at so great a distance from the 
seat of power, and they continaed, particularly under what was 
called Artigas’ flag, although no Government of the kind existed; 
to make indiscriminate captures, and numbers of Portaguese, 
dnd dther vessels insured in London, fella prey to these free- 
booters, by which immense losses were sustained, The United 
States at lengt» took up the subjeet, and light croizers were sent 
along the coast of Florida, to the Mexican Gulf, and West India 
Bslands ; and it is with infinite pleasure we have had frequent 
occasion to report the progress made inthe suppression of piracy 
by the North Americans, particularly by the Enterprise: to whose 
Commander, the public of every couutry are indebted for his 
perseverance and exertions. 


As this isa topic particularly interesting to this mercantile, na- 
tion, we have beeninduced to introduce iton the present occasi- 
on, under a hope that some iquiries may be made in Parliament, 


in order thatthe British public may be informed what share our ; 


own Commanders have had in the suppression of this systematic 
piracy, or may be enabled to asceriain to what extent British 
merchants and underwriters have suffered by it. Besides premo- 
ting the protection of our own trade, we should be thereby ren- 
dering a service to the new Goverments in South America, which 
are too weak and too distant to avenge this abuse of their flags, 
but which are anxious that their cause should not be injured in 
the eyes of Burope, by the acts of outlaws, over whom they have 
no controul, 


Case of the Heroina.—The Commander, it appeared in evi- 
dence, wasa North American, of the name of William Robert Ma- 
son, and his Commission was dated in April, 1820, authorising him 
obly to molest Spanish vessels, enjoining, aud imposing on him 
the obligation to avoid every abuse of his trust, and allirregulari- 
ties on the high seas which might implicate the Buenos Ayres 
flag. To his cruize he was directed to overhaul every vessél both 
armed and traders, navigating under the Spanish flag, and-exa- 
mine their commissions and papers, to see if they were legal, and 
the use made of them, and also to, punish all excesses committed 
against neutraland friendly vessels, The Heroina was fitted out 
and commissioned as a vesscl belonging to the, Government ef 
Buenos Ayres. 


On examination, however, 45 men, composing the erew, 
spontaneously. confessed, that this corvette pursacd a’ system of 
piracy, robbing allthe vessela they could. From: the depositi- 
onsit appeared that early im Aagast, 1820, in the latitede of La 
Isla de Flores, they meta Portuguese vessel, called the CarLorra, 
bound with a, cargo from Bahia te Lisbon, which they captured, 
afier an actionoftwo hours, The ¢rew were put in irons: five 
days, and then sent on board a vessel accidentally met with. The 
captainof the privateer afterwards had two officers.and four sai- 
ors shot; andhis prize, the CARLoTea, was lost ina storm. 


Towards the close of 1820, being at the Falkland Islands, an 
American schooner entered, whic they ¢aptured, and sent to their 
onsignee, at Buenos Ayres, On the 14th June, they captured 
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the Spanish brig of war, Mayru, bound from Lima to Cadiz, and 
armed ber to accompany them on their piratical expedition. In 
the latitude of Cobofrio, they chased the Portoguese brig Ivrante 
Don Sepastian, firing at her, but being unable to come up with 
her, they chased a Portaguese galley to leeward, and the captaia 
having come oa board the Heroina, near Cape St, Vincent’s ac- 
companied by a slave, the pirates had the latter hang up to com> 
pel him to declare where his master kept the money. On the 
12th of Jaly, 1821, they captured the Portuguose ship Viscon- 
pesa DE Rio Sceo, near Bahia, which they took to the island of 
St. Vincent's, conveying on board the privateer the greatest part 
of the moveable effects, and after selling the hall, they shipped 
the cargo in the American brig ALIGATOR, and conveyed it to the 
island of Boa Vista, where it was transhipped on board the brig 
Hunter, of London, forthe purpose of going to Buenos Ayres. 


Numerous other similar cases are detailed in the procecdings. 
This privateer and her consort generally made their attacks 
under the British lag.— Paper.

Distress in Iveland.—At a meeting of the Committee for 
the genera] subscription for some immediate assistance in the

Distress prevails 36001.—Offered in Bounties to encourage the 
Importation of Potatoes where required for seed 1200/.— Offered 
4!. 102, per Ton to encourage the Importation of Fifteew Huadred 
Tons of Potatoes from Scotland, England and Wales, to be deli- 
veced in the ports nearest to the districts most in want,—The 
Committee have made purchases in Scotland, the River Thames, 
and Western Ports of England, of about Fifteen Hundred Tons 
of Potatoes, iutended for Seed, and have dispatched aad are 
dispatching them to the several Ports and, [larbours ef Ireland, 
from Sligo all round to Bantry.”—The amount of subscrip- 
tions, already advertised, exceeds 66,000/,— Galignani’s Messenger, 
June 5. 

Monastie Seal. —A monastic seal, in perfect preservation, 
was found last November in a potatoe field, called Low, Garth 
near Langrick, on the Ouse. It is of mixed, or bell metal 23’ 
inches long, of an oval shape, pointed at the ends, and pierced 
through the shaft; the inscription is “ SiGiILLUM. FRATERNITAT 
is MONASTERII BEATe M‘Rig De Hayes.” In the centre, ona 
ground of flowers, is the figure of a man, chothed in a Monkish 
stole, bare headed and ahorn, standing oa an elevation of three 
steps; holding, in his right band a globe surmoanted by a cross, 
and in his left, a staff or sceptre, spreading into three rods.or 
branches at the top. Althouzh found within a short distance of 
Drax Abbey, which was sometimes called also Heilham, and pos- 
sessed a neighbouring estate named Hales, it cannot be referred 
to that foundation, which was a Priory, dedicated.to St. Nicho- 
las; neither does itappear-to belong to Hales Owen Abbey, bat 
to the mitred Cistercian Abbey of Hayles, in Gloucestershire, 
which was founded by Ricuagp, Earl of Cernwall_ avd King of 
the Romans in 1246, at the expence of 10,000 marks, ,and dedi- 
cated to the Virgin, How it came into Yorkshire mast be mere 
conjecture, as there was no connexion between, the two establish- 
ments.—Hull Advertiser. 

Queen-square.—Yesterday, Peter Odey and William, 
Clapp, servants to the Lady of Colonel Tyate; of Hill-street. 
Berkeley-square,. were brought before Robert Raynsford, Esq. 
charged with being active in a desperate riot and assault, daring 
the grand Fete at the Opera-house, on Friday morning last. 
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It appeared that about twe o’clock onthat morning a body 
of gentlemen’s servaats, between one and. two hundred, endea- 
voured to gaia by force the grand entrance to the Opera, and 
forced themselves through the line of Police Officers. The con- 
stables called the military to their assistance, but this did not 
intimidate the servants from their violence; they rushed on the 
soldiery, seized their muskets, took the bayonets from several, 
and were about to put thea in ase avainst their opponents, but 
a reinforcement arrived, and the two defendants with others being 
captured, the others decamped. Those who were arrested were 
carried into the house, and the officer of the guard sent for, and 
the prisoners on giving their pames and address were set at liber- 
ty. Charges of assault were preferred against the two prisoners, 
by James Stanbrough, a serjeant, and Samuel Sparks, a private, 
both belonging to the Coldstream Guards; David Johoson, a 
Bow-street patrol, and Handley, an officer of this establishment; 
the latter was struck on the wrist with a bayonet, 


Two bayonets 
were produced, very much bent in the conflict, 


The Magistrate said, the conduct of servants had lately 
become so daring. that the peace was. broken by them every nicht, 
not only the Opera Elouse, but at the Theatres in general, and it 
was high time such coudact sheuld be put a stop to, 


The prisoner, Oey, was sworn to as being very active in 
the riot, andto his having forcibly seized the gun of Samnel 
Sparks, the private, and removed the bayonet, and an assault 
was proved hy ghe peace-officers against both. 

The Magistrate asked the Serjeant whether the command- 
ing officer wished to prosecute the prisoners for the attack on the 
military? and, being answered in the affirmative, he bound the 
Serjeant over on that charge, and the Constable (Johnson) for 


the attack on the civil power. The priseners were then held to 
bail on three charges. 


Large Shark.—An immense large shark was observed last 
week off Calshot Castle, by Mr. Bailey, master of the Canteen 
there, who was in the boat at the time. He instantly rowed on 
shore, and having procared a musket, with some-ball cartridges, 
again putoff to the spot. The monster darted with great velocity 
towards the boat, when Mr. B. discharged the piece within a yard 
of the fish. On receiving the fire, it wont off, but almost imme- 
diately returned, and with his tremendons jaws wide open, attack- 
edthe boat, and received a second shot, near the shoulders, 
which ,caused it a second time to disappear; but it came uo 
again in about six or seven minutes, to all appearance in a dis- 
tressed state. The effects of the first shot was visible on its 
belly, it having gone quite through, and the blood discolouring 
the water. Ona third shot being fired, it went down, and was 


seen no more. Itis conjectured that the fish was from 14 to 16 
feet iu length. 


Vegetable Powder.—On Tuesday (Jane 4) the House of Com- 
mons went into a Committee on the Excise Act, as far as the same 
regarded “ Vegetable” or “ Imitative Breakfast” Powder. Mr. 


Lashington then moved the two following Resolations, which 
Were agreed to. 


First,—That it is expedient to allow the manufactnre and 
sale of scorched or roasted corn, peas, or beans, by persons mot 
being dealers in coffee, cocoa, tea, tobacco, or snuff.” 

Seconily,—That any manufacturer, dealer in, or seller of 
such scorebed.or roasted, corm, peas,or beans; shall take outa 
license for that purpose, for which license the sum of 2s. 6d. shall 
be payable.” 

These Resolutions were reported. tothe House afterwards, 
and Mr. Lushington was subsequently directed to prepare a Bill, 


pursuant to the terms of such Resolutions, and to bring in the 
same, . 


We copy the following observations from the Leicester 
CuronicLte:— . 

“ We aré informed, that such js the rigour with which the 
senterice of imprisonment is carried into effect at Chester Castle, 
against the Reverend Joseph Harrison, who was convicted of mak- 
ing use of certain strong expressions at Stockport, that he is not 


allowed to speak to any persom except in the presence of the 
gaoler or turnkey, bat that even all letters which he may send or 
receive, undergo previous inspection. Being subject to these 
“ Regulations,” anjustifiable as we conceive them to be when 
applied to a person whose offence, after all, is merely a differ- 
ence of opinion on pelitical subjects, is not, however, the worst 
aggravation of his sentence. We are told, though we confess 
we can scarcely give credit to the fact, that Mr. H. is compelled 
to conform to another, still more degrading, viz. to wear the gaol 
dress! [If these circumstances be correct, we hope the gaol of 
Chester, like that of Iichester, will shortly be brought under the 
review of our present active Home Secretary ; for surely it never 
could never be contemplated by the Judge who passed sentence 
on Mr. Harrison, that he shodld be placed on a footing with per- 
sors who had been guilty of crimes subjecting them to transpor- 
tation and death.

Offences.— Suicide.—A gentleman of great respectability 
from the country, pat a period to his existence on Wednesday, 
(Jane 5)at the Bricklayer’s Arms, Keut-road, by hanging himself. 

On Tuesday night (June 4)a gentleman went into the Italian 
Opera-house, and entered into a conversation with the veteran Po- 
lice officer, Townshend, who observing his gold chain and a bunch 
of gold seals, advised the gentlemen to’take care of his wateh, (a 
gold chronometer value 35 guiveas), which the gentleman drew 
out, and said tq Mr. Townshend, “ Oh, I will take care of it,” 
and then returned the waich, as he believed, to his fob pocket. In 
aboat ten minntes afterwards, the gentleman discovered his watch 
and its appendages were gove ; but whether it was stoleo, or had 
slipped down his trowsers, he was not certain. On Townshend 
being informed of the loss, he said to the gentleman, “ lhad my 
suspicion, from your flashing your watch so much, that it would 
ge; let the next be a stop watch,” 


Odessa, May 12.—Some cays since, 27 vessels arrived from 
Constantinople ; several of them to parchase wheat. They have 
brought us intelligence to the 6th, stating that the Captain Pasha 
had been attacked in the waters of Scio, by the anited Greek 
Squadrons, consisting according to some, of 130, and according to 
Others, of 200 vessels : and that two ships of the line were burnt, 
and one run on sbore. At the moment of the departure of these 
accounts, the combat still continued between the two fleets, and 
that of the Turks appeared to be in disorder. The Captain Pasha 
had completely destroyed the town of Scio, but the Grecks were 
fighting in the mountains, where they expected aid from their 
countrymen, The Sultan, irritated by the firmness of the Greeks 
has causedto be havg six of the richest Sciotes who were in 
prison. 


We stated yesterday that the Cortes of Spain had voted on 
the 24th uit. an address to the King on the State of the Nation. 
This document, which is of cousiderable length, and which gives 
a melancholy picture of the state of that country, points out the 
following measures as necessary 10 re-establish order and to save 
the Constitution; * The Cortes anxioasly request of your Majes- 
ty, in order to put an end to the fears by which we are assailed, 
and to prevent the cvils which we have ‘indicated, to order that 
the national militia be iamediately aogmented and armed through- 
out the kingdom: for citizens armed in defence of their homes 
aad liberties, are the strongest pillars of the Constitution, Let 
the permanent army be organized with equal geal and rapidity, 
that army so deeply entitled to the gratitude of your Majesty, 
and to that of the country, and whose exploits and virtues excite 
the admiration of the universe. At the same time the Cortes 
hope that your Majesty will inform every foreign Government 
which, whether directiy or indireetly, would take a part in eur 
domestic concerns, that the nation is not ina situation to receive 
laws: that she possesses power and resources to cause herself 
to be respected, and that if she knew how to defend her indepen- 
dence and ber King with glory, it is with the same glory, and 
with still greater exertions that she will always know how to de- 
fend her King and her liberty.” 


These Papers contain no account of fresh distarbances in 
the French capital ; so that we must conclade the measures adopt- 
ed tocusure tranquillity have been productive of the desired 
effect. 


Extract of a Letter, dated Lagaira, April I3, 1822:—* The 
squadron to blockade Puerto Cabello will sail in about six days, 
in all 12 sail. Two more brigs will be here in 10 days.—I think 
the Spaniards must give up.” 
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“ By the schooner Rancer, Captain Lawrence, arrived from 
Laguira, we learn, that an embarge had been laid previous to the 
sailing of the Patriot sqaadron for the blockade of Porto Cabello. 
The squadron sailed on the 25th of April, and consisted of a gua 
brig and four schooners, ander the command of Commodore Bogay. 
Commodore Daniels had volanteered his services, and intended 
te join the squadron with a 16-gun brig. Captains Wilson, Pelot, 
Boyson, and Rafferty, had been appointed Post Captains in the 
Venezuelan Navy. It was the general opinion, that Porto Ca- 
bello would capitulate soon afier the appearance of the blockading 
squadron, their supplies being cut off by land and by sea.- The 
Spanish frigate La Hero, and Hearcutes gun brig, were at Porto 
Cabello. The frigate was so badly manned, that she would not 
hagZard an action. 


The following observations on the proecedings of the South 
American Governmeats, which appear in a New York Paper of 
the 16th of May, may be of some interest at the present mo- 
ment :— 


“ Some days since we expressed the satisfaction we felt at 
the spirit which had dictated several important acts of the inde- 
pendent Governments of South America. Se far as we may be 
allowed to judge, their plans are laid with wisdom—certainly 
with great liberality ; and ifno unforeseen obstacle should inter- 
rapt their progress, we may hope soon to see very important ad- 
vantages flow into that extensive and valuable equntry, throogh 
the channels of such a policy. The important chenges which 
have lately taken place in that country, together with its proximi- 
ty to as, and the commercial relations we are destined to sustain 
with it, have naturally directed much attention that way. The 
exemption from duties offered, by the tate tariffs of several ports, 
to all articles calculated to promote the extension of literatere, 
has already begunto produce its intended effects, if we may 
judge from the large orders for types which have been re- 
ceived in this city fromdifferent parts of South America. The 
importance of this subject has been appreciated by their rulers 
in such a manner as to give us much confidencein their wisdom, 
and great ground to believe they will continue to conduct, in the 
true spirit of patriotism, all the concerns of their countries at a 
crisis so important, 


* It is of course quite impossible to foretel with any certain- 
ly the particular advantages which would accrue to the United 
States from a commercial intercourse with South America, if her 
natural sources of wealih were once opened by an industrious po- 
pulation, and under a well regulated Government. Wecan only 
see in geveral, that a country of such extent, supplied with such 
ports, traversed by such rivers, and affording commerce with such 
supplies of many valuable articles, even ander circamstances the 
most unfavourable, mast be-destined at some fature time to rise 
te great power, and make an important figure in the world. 


“ The man of science must regard with peculiar pleasure 
the fair prospect of that extensive country being speedily opened 
to the researches of natoralists. Itis tobe hoped that the dan- 
gers and difficulties of travelling will soon be removed, and those 
extensive tracts of country whose productions are yet unknown, 
may soon beexplored, Itis difficult to say what branch of -na- 
tural history may look to South America for the greatest acquisi- 
tions, but mineralogy will have much to hope in that country of 
gems and precious metals. 


“ Bat the philanthropist will regard the emancipation of 
South America with deeper interest. He will consider it as ad- 
nancing in an impertant degree the moral prospects of the wholo 
continent, as improving materially the state of society among 
millions of men, and advancing them many degrees towards the 
blessings of a country which he so highly appreciates. He must 
consider things now placed in such a train, that their tendency 
will still be towards greater and greater improvement. The libe- 
ral spirit of their rulers will be seen to militate altimately no fess 
against the moral than the political degradation of the people, and 
a fair prospeet will be discovered of a progressive improvewent 
ia charactes and trye national happiness. 
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Animal PPvsiology. 
From the Last Number of the Quarterly Jvurnal of Science, Literature, 
and the Arts. 





Under the chemistry of organic bodies we may consider vegetable 
and animal physiology. Two papers of considerable interest have lately 
appeared on these suljecets. 


~ The first is a memoir “ On the influence of green. fruits on the air, 
before their maturity, by M.Th. de Saussure,” distinguished by the 
precision of experiment and sounduess of induction, characteristic of 
philosopher’s researches. It was read before the Physical Society of 
Geneva, 7th Sept. 1821, and subverts de fond en comble, the dissertation 
of M. Berard, crowned by the Institute of France, of which some ac- 
count was given in the 11th vol. of this Journal, p. 395. 


The second paper to which we referred above, is entitled, “ Exami- 
nation of the Blood, and its Action in the different Phenomena of Life, 
by J. L. Prevost, M. D., and J. A. Dumas,” published in the Bibdliothe. 
que Universelle. “If we submit,” say these gentlemen, “to the 
action of the voltaic pile, the white of an egg, it is decomposed, 
the coagulated albumen is carried to the positive pole, the caustic 
soda tothe negative. This experiment, which we owe to Mr. Brande, 
demonstrates that the white of egg ought to be regarded as an albume- 
nato of soda, with excess of base. We have submitted to a very carefal 
microscopic examination, the coagulum which is prodaced in these cir- 
cumstances, and it is not without satisfaction that we have seen very 
distinct globules similar in every thing to those of the blood, &. the 
same appearance, the same diameter, the same disposition to form 
ranges or aggregates. This remarkable result appears proper to throw 
some light on thé animal secretions, and in particular on the formation 
of the chyle” They measured the dimensions of the globules of blood 
in different animals, by the method of Captain Kater, The following 
is their table of results, —

According to Sir E. Home and Captain Kater, the mean dimension 
of the homan globule is only _ of an inch, which agrees perfectly 


with the determinations obtaine! by Dr. Wollaston with his most ingeni- 
ous micrometer, described In the Philosophical Transactions for 1813. 
Dr. Young, by the employmeut of his eriometer, has also furnished 
varions measures which may be depended on. The following are extract- 
ed from his Introduction to Medical Literature, published in 1813.

We thus perceive that the measurements of the foreign observers 
are, probably, all too high rated. But the most remaikable result which 
they have arrived at, is that, while the globules are circular ia all the 
mammifere, varying only in size from one avimal to another; that they 
are eliiptcal iv birds, and vary little in size, the variation being only iv 
the greater axis. They are also elliptica! iu all animals with cold blood. 
Auother very carious faet is, that the colourless globule which exists in 
the centre of the particles of blood bas exactly the same diameter 
7300)" an inch, whatever be the form of the particle and the auimal 
to whreh it belongs. In conclusion of their memoir we fiud some inter- 
esting remarks onthe transfusion of blood. They bled animals to syncope, 
so that when left alone, or when water or serum of blood at 100° Fabr. 
was injected into their viens, they died. Lato others, exhansted by a 
similar hemorrhagy, when they injected the blood of an animal of the 
seme species, every portion of the blood thrown in, re-animated per- 
ceptibly this kind of corpse; and they found, not withoat astonishment, 
that after restoriug to it a quantity equal to what it had lost, it began 
torespire tieely, to move with ease, to take nowishment, and to be 
Festored lo perfect health, when the operation was properly conducted.

Tf we take the blood to be injected from an animal of a different 
species, but whose globlnes have the same form, although of different 
dimensions, the animal is but perfectly relieved, and can rarely be kept 
alive for more than six days, The pulse becomes qnicker, the breathing 
preserves its regular state, but the animal heat falls with a remarkable 
rapidity when it is not artificially kept up, From the instant of the 
Operation the stools become muceus and bleody, and preserve this cha- 
racter till death. If we inject blood with cireular globines into a bird, 
the animal usually dies in the midst of very violent nervous affections, 
which may be compared in rapidity, to those caused by the most intense 
poisons, They are manifested even when the subject on which we ope- 
rate, has not been enfeebled by any notable Joss of blood. 


The blood of the cow and the sheep was transfused into cats and 
rabits. Whether the operation was practised immediately after the ex- 
traction of the blood, or whether this was left at rest in a coo! place for 
12 or even 24 hours, the animal has been restored for some days, in a 
great number of cases. The blood was kept ina fluid state, either by 
eliminating a certain quantity of fibrine, or by adding 0.001 of caustic 
soda. The blood of the sheep excites in ducks rapid and powerful con- 
valsions, followed by death, They have frequently seen a bird die be- 
fove they had completely emptied the first syringe, although it had ex- 
perienced but a slight bloodletting before, and althongh it was in vigo- 
ronshealth, They consider transfusion in man to be absurd and dange- 
rons, till we be farther advanced io the intimate knowledge of the ac- 
tive principle of the blood,

Above, we have given the list of the Harrow speeches of Thurs- 
day, (June 6) aud can truly add, we were much gratified by our attendance 
on the occasion, Our readers willobserve how judiciously, and with 
what gopd taste they have been selected, appropriately intermixing 
ancient and modern classical extracts. The plan of exercise, by speeches, 
we consider very preferable to that of recitation of exercises or thea- 
trical performances. A high degree of interest is excited with respect 
to the articles which are selected; andthe subjects are strongly, almost 
indelibly, impressed on the youthful mind, The act also of public 
speaking, considering that at first-rate schools, like Harrow, most of the 
pupils are intended for public life, either Parliamentary or professional 
tends, voder the guidance of the good taste and sound jadgment which 
are there exhibited, to remove that distressing bashfulness which, when 
it prevails to excess, depresses the well informed, well-principled, mo- 
dest and ingennons youth, unduly below that of the iguorant and con- 
ceited fortune-hunter, 


We are no friends to precocity of attainment; bat, when instruc- 
tion is duly and systematically given, we wish that the higher and better 
orders of pur rising generation should have such due degree of confidence 
given them, as to prevent their being brow-beaten or out-talked by 
shallow and impudent aspirants. We think the hest interests of the na- 
tion are, in these times especially, not a little interested in such course 
of education. 


The speeches were, on the whole, very elegantly delivered, and they 
exhibited specimens of the gentlemanly character for which Horrow has 
been always distinguished. We were very much struck which the gen- 
teel and manly appearance of Mr. Long, the first speaker ; his voice 
was good, is delivery correct and chaste, and his carriage graceful. The 
highest display, however, of ability and elocution, was exhibi ted by Messrs. 
Merivale and North. The character of the forensic pleader, lower- 
ed however, jast as it should be, by being committed to the genuine and 
natural feelings of youth, was well sustained by Mr. Merivale. This 
speech was selected from Rushworth’s bistory with mach jndgment and 
taste. Mr. North, who sustained the part of the persecatedy thongh ill. 
judging Earl Strafford, evinced correctness of feelings, dignity of mind 
and attion, and soundness of principles, which showed evidently a well- 
framed and well disciplined mind. Of the other English speakers, the 
most of feeling was shown by the Houo :rable Mr. (or we believe Cap- 
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tain) Kenyon. Though some thonght bis voice was too low, and his de- 
livery not qnite so distinct asin his Latin speech on the former speech- 
day, yet we think that greater defects wonld have been amply compen- 
sated by his modest, unassuming and gentlemanly manners, in which he 
is second to none. 


In most of the English speeches, which, however, we consider to 
he far more trying than those of Greek or Latin, the cadence given to 
the close of the sentence was not quite natural. We were mach pleas- 
ed by Mr. Puiteny’s very distinct delivery, and Mr. Smith and Mr, 
Sheppard have an (equal right to similar commendation. 


We trust we shall not give offence in adding that some of the young 
gentlemen twisted their persons ina manner far from graceful, the more 
easy and unconstrained, the more elegant the person. 


Among the company, we noticed the Earls of Clarendon and Gos- 
ford ; Lords Northwick, Caktherpe and Kenyon: Sir H. Calvert, Sir 
T. Aciand, the Tripoline Ambassador, and a lady with him ; the Honora- 
ble Misses Addington, Kenyon and Powys; Mrs. Smith, Misses Calvert, 
Mr, Estcourt, M. P., Honourable F. Calthorpe, M. P., and a large as- 
semblage of ladies and gentlemen, all of whom were elegantly received 
and entertained by Dr. Butler, or the other masters of Harrow. The 
day was delightful, Though not Harrovians ourselves, we cannot for- 
bear recommending to those parents who wish to place their sons at a 
well-conducted, gentiomanly, and healthy school, near to, bat not in, 
the Metropolies, to visit Harrow on the next speech day, the first Thurs- 
day in July, when we also hope to repeat our visit.

COURT OF CHANCERY, THURSDAY, JUNE 6, 1823. 





IN THE MATTER OF THOMAS SMITHSON. 


Mr. Boteler presented a Petitionto the Court, praying that a 
commission of lunacy might be issued, to inquire into the state of mind 
of the above gentleman, who is possessed of very considerable proper- 
ty, and is a resident at Cockermouth. In suppert of the application, 
several affidavits were read, which were made by persons who had been 
his attendants during his iliness ; by the phytician who had visited him 
for the last five years, and also by some of his near relatives. By these 
it appeared that.in the early part of the year 1815 the unfortunate gen- 
tleman betrayed evident symptoms of having a disordered mind, and 
the utmost precantions were necessary to be adopted to prevent him 
from destroying himself, He sought every opportunity of evading the 
vigilance of those in whose care he was intrusted, and on one oceasion 
it was with the greatest difficulty he was restrained from precipitating 
himself from the window of an upper apartment in the mansion he oc- 
cnpied ; and frequently he would earuestly entreat those about him to 
procure a sharp instriiment, or some poison, to enable him to relieve 
himself from what he termed a miserable existence. To a person with 
whom be was walking, he offered to give all his property on the condi- 
tion of his being permitted to go on the river in a boat, from which he 
could throw himself into the water and be drowned, and his death, he 
said, would then be considered accidental. The unhappy invalid was 
possessed with an implacable hatred against some of his relations, and 
he attributed his miseries to some magical influence Which they had 
over his person; and he made them the most magnificent promises, to 
indnce them to release him from their‘ divilish witchcraft.’ Ina let. 
ter he addressed to the medical gentleman who had attended him, he 
described the horrible tortures he was enduring through the malignity 
ofhis friends. Once,he said, they met.ina room, threw him on his 
back, corded his arms, and confined him in such a manner as to disable 
him from making any resistance ; they thea deeply pierced his side, be. 
low the ribs, which occasioned him to bleed more than a peck, and foic- 
ed@ 4 toad into the wound, and afterwards they stoped the bleediog by 
putting info the orifice sand and lime. ‘The toad, he said, had oocasi- 
oned him the most excruciating pain both in body and mind, and he en. 
treated the doctor to interpose and free him from the oppressions of his 
barbarous persecutors. Numerons other justances were given of the 
singniar inconsistency of his behaviour, and frequently it was of the 
most dangerous description, as he would, when labouring nnder a pa- 
roxysm of the complaint, or when apparently in a convalescent state, 
attack and endanger the lives of all who came within his power. The 
immediate cause of the severe affliction could mot be accounted for ; 
but it had been observed that his mind had been much dejected and op- 
pressed ever since the death of a sister to whom be was much attached. 
All his acts demonstrated that it was improper that he should have the 
controul of his property, and it was thomght that the present measures 
were the best te protect his and his family's interest. 


The Lord Chancellor—What is the latest medical opinion you have 
of the state of this gentleman’s mind ? 


Mr. Boteler read a letter from Dr. Lomas, in reply to his Lordship, 
Mated in December last, which stated that the invalid then was, aud 
had for-years been afflicted with insanity at times, 
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Mr. Phillimore entreated his Lordship to dismiss the petition, and 
assured his Lordship he was prepared with affidavits which distinctly 
denied many of the assertions that had been made. 


The Lord Chancellor—Then that is.a ggod reason why a commissi. 
on should be issued, and that the existence of sanity or insanity should 
be ascertained by a jury, for how can I decide from your conflicting 
statements? 


Mr. Phillimore conceived it would be a grievans hardship upon this 
gentleman's family. In the conrse of the last year he had. settled an 
account with his uncle, one of the petitioners, and then his sanity was 
not doubted. Within that time he had also sold an estate, and conduct. 
ed the negociation with good skill and propriety. He had likewise 
lately married, and on that occasion no question was raised as to his 
intelieetual competency. : 


The Lord Chancellor —It is impossible but that I must comply with 
the prayer of the petition. Noman can read the letters, and say this 
gentleman was in his perfect mind when he spoke of the operation that 
had teken place in his side, and that a toad was livipg within him, 
which occasioned all hia trouble. 


Mr. Phillimore admitted that his client’s conduct had been impro. 
per on some occasions, and urged that his eccentricities arose from the 
irregularity of the life he led, and not from any defect in the mind. In 
court there were affidavits of gentlemen, who positively swore, that at 
the present time, he was free from the malady he was said to be labonr- 
ing onder; and therefore, he hoped his Lordship would pause before he 
visited him and his family with the eonsequences which proceedings of 
this nature would bring upon them, 


The Lord Chancellor—The commission must be issned, but let there 
be ample notice given of the time it will be acted upon im order that he 
may be prepared with such evidence as he thinks will be most beneficial 


to bim.

Orperep By THE House or Commons To BE PRINTED, June 4, 1822. 
A Bill to Consolidate and Amend the several Laws now in force with 
respect to Trade from and to places within the limits of the Charter of the 
East India Company, and for making further Provision with respect to such 
Trade, 
Whereas an Act was passed in the fifty-third year of the reign of 
his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, ‘* An Act for conti- 
uning in the: EastIndia Company, for a farther term, the possession of 
the British Territories.in India, together with certain exclusive Privi- 
leges, for establishing further Regulations for the Government of the 
said’ Territories and the better Administration of Justice within the 
same, and for the regulating the Trade to and from the Places within 
the limits of the said Company’s Charter ;’* And whereas by the said 
Act it was enacted, That it should be lawfal for any of His Majesty’s 
subjects, in common with the said United Company, to export in ships 
navigated according to law, from any port or ports within the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland to all ports and places within the 
limits of the said Compaey's Charter, save and except the dominions of 
the Emperor of China, ang goods wares and merchandize which could 
then, or might any time or times thereafter be legally exported ; and 
also, in common with the said Company, to import in ships, navigated as 
aforesaid, from any port or ports within the limits aforesaid, save and 
except as aforesaid, into the said United Kingdom, any goods, wares 
and merchandize, the produce or manufacture of any of the countries 
within the said limits, which would then, or might at any time or times 
thereafter be legally imported; and alse to import any goods wares or 
merchandize, the produce or mannfacture of any country within the 
said limits, except Tea, althongh the same might not be of the growth 
production or manufactare, of the place or country from which the same 
shonld have been shipped or brought, or have been shipped or brought 
from the port where snch goods or commodities could only be, or were 
or usually had been frst shipped for transportation, not the usasal place 
for landing the same; and in the said Act were contained several provi- 
soes restrictions and limitations for the regglation of the Trade autho- 
rized hy the said Act to be carried on by His Majesty’s subjects, and also 
for the digposition in the United Kingdom of all articles, manufactures of 
silk, hair or cotton wool, or any mixture thereof, imported under the 
authority of the said Act, from any port or place within the limits of the 
said Company's Charter; and for encouraging the Fishery carried on to 
the southward of the'Greenland Seasiand Davis's Streights, by extending 
the limits preseribed by the same, it was by the said Act enacted, 
That it shonid and might be lawful for any ship or vessel, fitted and 
clearing out conformably to an Act, passed in the thirty-Gfth year of his 
said late Majesty’s reign, intitnled ‘‘ An Act for the further encouraging 
and regniating the Sonthern Whale Fisheries,” to sail and pass, for the 
porpose aforesaid, in all the seas to the eastward of the Cape of Good 
Hope, and in all the seas to the westward of the Streights of Magellan, 
subject to several provisions in the said Act contained ; and it was also 
enacted by the said Act, That nothing Lerein contained should extend, 
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er he construed to extend to prevent the making, during the further 
term thereby granted to the said Company, sach further provisions by 
authority of Parliament.as might from time to time be deemed necessary 
for enabling His Majesty’s subjects to carry on trade and traffic, directly 
ciccnitonsly, as well between all ports and places situate within the 
limits of the said Company’s Charter, and all ports aud places (except 
the dominions of the Emperor of China) situate within those limits, or 
between the said United Kingdom, and all the last mentioned ports and 
places, except-as aforesaid, but without prejudice to any of the restric- 
tions or provisions therein contained, as to the resort to, and residence 
of, any persons in the East Indies and ports aforesaid : 


And whereas an Act was passed in the fifty-fourth year of his said 
late Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act for the farther Regulation of 
“ the Trade to and from the Places within the limits of the Charter of 
the East India Company :” 

And whereas another Act was passed in the fifty-seventh vear 
of his late Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act to regulate the Trade 
to and from the Places within the limits of the Charter of the 
East India Company, and certain possessions of His Majesty in 
the Mediteranean:” and whereas another Act was passed in the 
Jast Session of Parliament, intituied, “An Act for the further Re- 
gulation of Trade to and from Places within the limits of the Char- 
ter of the East India Company (except the dominions of the Em. 
peror of China), and Ports or Places beyond the limits of the said

Io the Journat of the 15th of August last, in introducing 
among the Documents there printed, a Letter of Mr. Babington to 
his Brother, defending Mr. Buckingham fiom eertain accusations 
ofthelate Mr. Burckhardt, itis said that these accusations were 
circulated in Egypt atthe very time that the Iudividual against 
whom they were directed was receiving the most kind and friend- 
ly Letters from the author of the accusations in question. This 
assertion was founded on the apparent meaning of the last pa- 
ragraph of the Letter to which it was ap introduction, and ona 
belief in its perfect accuracy. 


We have since, however, been put in possession of informa- 
tion, towhich we readily give credit, tending to shew that what- 
ever changes might have existed in Mr. Burekhardt’s miad, or 
whatever might have been the nature of his private conferences or 
conversations upto the period of his last kind and friendly Let- 
ter to Mr. Buckingham, written from Cairo to Alexandria, the 
“ Paper” in which these accusations were embodied and circe- 
Jated throughout Egypt and Syria, was not drawn up or made 
public until some time (a month or two) after the date of the 
friendly Letters before mentioned. We are further informed, from 
the same soarce, that the change in Mr. Burckhardt’s sentiments 
from esteem to enmity, was occasioned by his having had the 
perusal of several Letters from Syria written by Mr. Buckingham 
to different friénds in Egypt, coupled with rumours from Eng- 
Jand about the same period, aud relating to the same person. 


Supposing this statement to be correct,—and we have no 
reason to doubt its accuracy, since we never knew the exact 
date of the Paper in question,—and regarding the allegations, 
whether true or false, as having been given with a conviction of 
their accuracy on the mind of the person uttering them, who, 
however, in either case mast have had the greater portion of the 
rumours adverted to through indirect channels, —it takes off so 
mach of the inexplicable duplicity which seemed to attach to the 
conduct complained of, as to change its nature from criminal 
aod wilful hypocricy, to merely the inconsiderate propagation 
of charges against an absent individual, many of which he could 
have no possible means of proving, or even kuowing whether they 
were true or not. 


It affords us a degree of satisfaction therefore to do this act 
of jastice to Mr. Burckhardt’s memory; by thus lessening, to 
the extent of oor power, the weight of the impression which the 
first view of this transaction must necessarily have made, 


In justice to ourselves, however, we must add, that great 
as has been the injury which we have received from the circu- 
Jation of these accusations, during the period of a whole year 
before we knew of their existence or had any opportanity afford- 
ed us of explanation o: reply, we should never bave sought retal- 
iation by publicity, were it not that the attempt of Mr, Bankes 
to embody the charges of Mr. Burckhardt with his own, and adding 
the weight of his name and authority to give additional force to the 
edium which he endeavoured to affix to our name and character, 
obliged us, io self-defence, to shew on what a slender foundation 
such charges rested. Whether we have done that successfolly 
or not, the world will judge, It was never our wish or inten- 
tion to recriminate, even where we had just grounds for so doing, 
but merely to defend ourselves from undeserved aspersions; and 
no more was said uf others than was thought peeessary to the 
ends of justice and self exculpation. 


The Letter of Mr. Babingto» serves to prove—as far as his 
gonqualified denial can do—ihat nach of what was contained io the 
“ Paper” of Mr. Burckhardt, relating to their conversatious, was 
antrac: and some parts he considered mast hare been wilfally so. 
We are digvosed to hope that it might have been otherwise. 
Every portion of the accusations which related to transactions in 
England, (aod which Mr. Barckbar t could only have heard from 
ramour and thro’ indireet channels) was how: ver proved, during 
Mr.Babington’s stay in Bogland, to bave been false; though these 


were couched in terms as harsh and as positive as other parts of * 


the Paper, and circalated with the same publicity. At whatever 
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date, therefore, this Paper was given to the world, its contain. 
ing accusations calculated to injure an absent person, the great- 
er portion of which accusations were subsequently proved to 
be unfounded in trath, is sufficient at least to attach great 
blame to the person embodying and circulating them, But as we 
before observed, we rejoice as much as any one could possibly 
do, at the opportunity afforded us to remove any portion of 
error that is capable of correction ; and having always regarded 
Mr, Burckhardt as one of the most promising Travellers of the 
age, and long estcemed him as a Man, our regret at any change 
of sentiment, more partioularly when arising from misapprehen- 
sion and error, is only heightened hy this association. We 
lament that he did not live to prosecate his intended discoveries, 
as well as to be convinced, as we believe he would have been 
had his life been spared, of his having yielded too readily to 
false impressions, when, we are satisfied, be would have promptly 
avowed his conviction. 


Return of the Real Bull. 


There has been no official announcement of the return of 
the real Butt to his labours, and the consequent retirement of 
the Deputy ;—but it is only necessary to look at his Paper of 
yesterday to be convinced of this important fact. The Deputy 
did not do much, it wastrue; but if there was less of * fine writ- 
ing” than usual, there was also less of absolute nonsense, Thig 
last is, however, far more palateable to many persons than 
mere dullness; and such may now expect their full share of 
amusement as before. 

The principal point touched on in the luminous remarks of 
the Editor on the subject of the Indian Press—so often fore- 
sworn and so often tarned back to agaia—is an assertion of Mr, 
Hume, which is thus happily stated. 


““Mr. Hume says,—‘ it was his opinion that the Press ought 
to be left to its own liberty, subject to the controal of well re- 
gulated Laws.’ We are free to confess (says Jonn BuLt) that we do 
not very well understand what these words are intended to convey; 
for if the Press ought to be left toits own liberty, why subject it 
to the controal of well regulated Laws? If it be subjected to 
ANY Laws it cannot be left to its own liberty, If it is subjected 
to Laws it is not a Free Press,” 

Every ene, we think, will agree with us in the opinion that 
none but:the real BuLL could have written this, Thereis no ac- 
counting for the difference of capacity in different men’s minds, 
nor explaining why one person should not be able to understand 
a proposition that is perfectly plain to every one else. We have 
always understood that so far from the controul of the Laws 
being incompatible with Liberty, their supreme dominion over 
arbitrary will was the very essence of Freedom. If it were true, 
as Joun Bue imagines, that whatever is subjected to Laws can- 
not be Free; then, the only Freedom that it is to be found om 
earth must be among the Savages of uncivilized countries, where 
no Law bat the will of the powerful is known! [If it be true that 
wherever there is Law there cannot be Freedom ; then, it follows 
of necessity that the most lawless countries are the most free;

them, must be the most enslaved country on the globe!! Sach 
are the neeessary consequences of the BULL’s profound legal dis- 
covery.

Servants and Dustooree. 


To the Editor of the Journal. 

Sig 

I view with considerable satisfaction the hanpy results 
that have proceeded from the extension of British sway over the 
regions of India. Ihave scea content and security smile on the 
cottage, while industry was protected and power controlled by 
wise and salatary restraiots. Such has been the policy, the 
wisdom, and jastice of England: it is therefore painful to ob- 
serve in many instances the benevolence of Government coun- 
teracted, its jastice violated, and its character staiyed, by the 
improper acts of individuals. In noiastance perhaps docs the 
benefits of a Free Press appear to such advantage, as when it 
prosouts.an opportuaity of calling the attention of authorities 
to the vexatious assumption ef power and the cruel exactions 
madeonindosiry. The days of Kaight errantry have ceased, 
pradeace bas superceded the honest burst of indignation, aud 
few men are anxious to come forward in opposition to rank for 
the parpose of protecting innocence or preventing extortion. On 
these accounts, direct charges against particular individuals are 
seldom made, and vicious practices are persaed and -exercised 
asaright. Here then all the advantage of the Press.at once 
flashes.onthe mind, by offering the means of ealling the atten- 
tion of Government to such cases as may require redress, and 
pointing out for animadversion and prohibition, improper and 
illegal acts, In the present instance I shall take advantage of 
this means, and without any personal allusions merely attack 
the vice. 


While Liberty is the most beautiful gem that adorns the 


British diadem, and Mercy the most charmivg vistue that dis- ° 


tinguishes British rale, we find much cruelty often introduced 
into the domestic establishments of Englishmen in India. The 
haughty minds of some, triumpbing io power, disregard entirely the 
servants of their houschold, and capriciously punish them on tri- 
fling pretences, or detain the miserable pittance for which they had 
Jaboured. Thisexercise of arbitrary punishment is so abhor- 
yent to every priuciple of Liberty, so inconsistent with Mercy, so 
apposite to Justice, and so contrary to the Spirit of the British 
Laws, that i: is atterly indefensible. At the Presidency these things 
are not perhaps much practiced; but in the Interior they are 
resorted tu without hesitation, Again, it is often the case that the 
poor servants, unable to endare the ill treatment to which they are 
gontingally exposed, fly from their master’s service; while he 
@etains the two or three months wages that remained ip arrear. 
Net this map is considesed hamane, jast, and upright. I could 
“mention several instances, where I have seen the most cruel abuse 
of poxer, did I not wish to exclude from this paper eyery thing 
Abat could be deemed personal. 
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Dastoorce is the next su!ject on which I wish to say a few 
words. Goverument, anxious to act on the most liberal princi- 
ples, and to destroy every thiug like corruption, which adler the 
name of perquisite was attached to certain offices, granted libe- 
ral salarics, and prohivdited the acquirement of any other sums, 
in virtue of that appoistment. Finding, however, these orders 
were evaded, a declaration on oath to the same effect was requi- 
red, Still Dustooree was levied, some took the oath and dedact- 
ed the perquisite as usual, considering it merely as office dues; 
others appoioted Native A:ents, through whose means the busi- 
ness was transacted aud the money detained. 


To Government works the annual sams acquired by Principals 
or their Agents are very considerable,but the loss does not falt up- 
onthe Treasury of the State, for the amounts eventually are wraug 
from the lowest and the poorest of the hamao race. Only ob- 
aerve the precess: the Priveipal, after making .the usual de- 
ductions, haads the money to his Man of Basiness, where.a second 
deduction generally takes place ; it is then conveyed to the Sircar, 
who knows his interest and his business as well as bis superiers, 
who then conveys the remainder of it to the Mistrees, who after 
takiog eare of themselves disiribute the rest amongst the poor 
Labourers. Hereit will be seen that all theloss and all the ex- 
tortion fails upon. the poor. Here it will also be seen that a pro- 
gressive sysiem of abuse iss pursued, iaconsisteat with justice, 
morality, andr ligion. There are several other subjects that 
press upon my _— but at preseat it is sufficient to call atten- 
tion to cruelty to Servants, and the aojust and Gilegal detention 
of Dustooree. 


Every Englishman is concerned in the honor.ot ‘his country, 
and it is his daty to call the attention of these vested with au- 
thority to evils that tend to its destruction. ft has been a very 
mistaken notion that ananthenticated writings deserve no atteu- 
tion: indeed, so far from its being a maxim of wisdom, in my 
Opinion it might with pgopriety be termed one of the rules of 
folly ; for every thing should be taken acco:ding to its intrinsic 
worth, and if seriows charges are conveyed, it becomes the duty 
of the Public Guardians to investigate the facts, Without ihcre- 
fore taking statements for facts, they may with propriety consi- 
der them sufficient .grounds for enquiry. Bat it may not be 
inexpedient to suggest remedies. First, if improper power is ex- 
ercised over Native Servants, a declaration on the subject from 
Goyernment would haye considerable effect. Secondly, with 


respect to Dustooree, the insertion of a declaration in affidavits, 


where they are required, stating that they neitber received, di- 
rectly nor iadirecily, Dustooree, nor, knew of its being received 
in their department, would be a very considerable check. Hav- 
ing now brought the matter ander consideration, aud performed 
my duty, I am, Sir, Your's,

Murder of Mr. Inlach:—Ia addition to the particulars already p 1b- 
lished respecting the murderous attack on the boat of Mr. Imlacy, we 
insert below.a detail of ail that can be collected respecting this oli- 
cal affair by one who has taken some pains to investigate it :— 


**T have endeavored to comprehend and imbody all the particulars, 
yet there are still some on which I am aot sufficiently informed. Enough 
however is known to conceive me that Imlach’s death was uot the ¢ffect 
of dccident, but the geault of a deeply laid aud desperately exeented plot. 
The conspirators were, I have no doubt, very correetly informed of all 
Mr. Imlach’s movements in Calentta, either by corrpting his servants 
or by means of some.secret agent.employed by themselves. They kuew 
the time when he quitted the P,;esidency,—by what conveyance he went 
—the uumber ofhis attendants -aud whether or not any of the latter 
werearmed. Isaw Mr. Imlach on Saturday evening, the 12th, and he 
then said his intention was to attend the Sapreme Court on Monday morn- 
ing to transact some law business, and, that done, immediately after- 
wards toembark for Moisgunge. Ishould snppose he did so, as by the 
evening of the 15th he was near Sooksougor, the place where he was 
so attrocionsly attacked. 


‘ From the statements of Sheik Buxoo, and Khoda Buxsh, two of 
Mr. Imlach’s servants, who escaped by swimming, it appeare that about 
seven o'clock in the evening of the 15th, when near the village ef Men- 
dia, a place of little note,.situated a litile below Sooksangor, a boat 
came hastily up and almost immediately ran along side the Paunsway, 
in which Mr. Imlach was, and boarded her. The aggressors who 
were armed with bindgeons, or short sticks, &c. commenced a furious 
and instantaneons atiack on the servants, who it is reasonable to con- 
elude, from the kuown character and disposition of servants in this 
country, would, on the very first view of their calamity, be confused 
and terror-struck. The nomber of the assailants, as stated by the two 


servants, was twenty-five; but when we recollect that Tuesday evening - 


was rainy, and at seven o'clock extremely dark, it is scarcely probable 
that in the midst of that dread and contussion which is‘ever more or 
less general daring a nocturnal attack, and with little chance of escape 
from a violent death, either Buxoo or Khodah Buxsh should have pos- 
sessed sufficient energy, hardihood, or presence of mind at the time, to 
enable them to look on deliberately at these desperadoes for the purpose 
of counting them. 


“This part of the story therefore is at least doubtful, thongh whe- 
ther there were 26, or 250, or twice that number, ix in my opinion of 
little consequence ; as whether few or many, they effected their object. 
It is not said whether any questions were asked, as to whom the 
Paansway belonged, or who was in it, which, in common cases, when 
we are in search of a person, is usual and customary; bat without any 
sort of conference or any shew of uncertainiy, the sssailants snddenly 
and feailessly p atled alongside, boarded the Pannswey, and by simnl- 
taneously jumping on the side of the boat, swam;ed ter. Most pro- 
bably, as the ev ning was wet, Mr. Imlach was under the chopper; and 
W be was, while the water was rasbing iv could not extiicaic himself; 
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Friday, October 25, 1822. 
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bnt the servants kvow nothing of this, nor do they say what became of 
him,.or iadeed whether they saw him agall, either during the attack or at 
any time afterwards, The aggressors, it appears, made no attempt to 
plunder ; nor did any conversation pass, or any part of their conduct 
indicate such a design; but they called ont to each other to strike at 
and prevent the escape of any one, meaning thereby not only to des- 
troy Mr. Imlach, bnt the servants also, as tue escape of any of them 
might lead to a discovery. 


“ Mr. Imlach had with him in Bank Notes the sum of 2,500 Rs* 
received on the 14th from the house of Palmer and Co. set as no search 
was commenced, or any manifestation givea uf such an intent, the object 
of the attack could not have been plunder. Revenge however is a power- 
ful passion, and when strongly excited, who can tell when it will stop or 
what will be the consequences, The Malays will run a-Muck ; the Afri- 
cans will years after an outrage avenge themselves. The Italions, Spa- 
niards and Portaguese are more prompt iv their measures, aud so are tie 
French and some other nations; yet all are viadictive. 


“The natives of Bengal, thowgh supple and accommodating, are 
nevertheless sensible of injuries ; and, if opportunity serves, will have 
their revenge ? and itis to this ungovernable spirit of frantic vindic- 
tiveness that I asc.ibe the death of Mr. Imlach. It is well known, not 
ouly at Moisgunge bat at the Sudder station and at every place in the 
vicinity of Nuddea, that between Mr. Imlach and a man of some influ. 
ence aud possessed of property as well as power, a deadiy hatred existed; 
their disputes were of long stauding, and arose, as I am informed, fruma 
clashing of interests. Indigo manufactnrers are seldom at peece; and 
some, I am obliged to say, by incroachments and unjustifiable conduct ip 
various ways, have themselves to thank for it. His adversary had 
been harshly treated ; he had appealled to the courts of justice, where, 
after a lapse of time—he gained uo redress,”"******* October 22, 1822.

Turkey.—The celebrated Orientalist Von Hammer, has recently 
published an interesting work eutitled Constuntinopleand the Bosphorus, 
which is said to be well adapted to revive the inclination ior the diploma. 
tic expedient of a partition of Torkey, by the detailed description which 
it gives of the fascinating natural advantages of the country, and by the 
melancholy picture whieh it includes of its moral and pulitical disadvan. 
tages. Why, says the Reviewer, should the faire t of territories be 
allotted to the foulest of rulers? In consideration of their misgovern- 
ment and capabilities, the eye of philanthropy may view without regret 
a new distribution of the fragmeuts among soveieigns of a more euligh- 
tened character. 


“So much has been written against the partition of Poland, that the 
Emperor of Russia, who is a great coaxer of public opinion, has not bad 
the spirit.to propose a partition of the Turkish Empiie. Else the Euro- 
pean Sovereigns might.easily have agreed on an expedient sub-division, 
and, on the principle of co-exteusion, might cach have increased his 
share of territory, with obvious advantage to the interests of commerce, 
of literature, of orderly goverumeut, of Cliistian ascendancy, and of 
permeability. This last qnality of countries is not yet acknowledged as 
essential to good neighbourhood, iu treatises of international law. Yer, 
as in cases of domestic policy, we cut a turmpike-road or a canal, thro’ 
the domains of any proprietor who occupies the expedient line of direc. 
tion; so, in cases of foreign policy, it seems ratioug! to provide, with or 
without the consent of the political owner, tor the fiee passage of letters, 
wares, travellers, and even armies, The Turkish and Chiuese Empires 
are both impervious; and, as snch, ought, by the amphictyenic council 
of collective Sovereigns, to be subjected to snch internal regajations as 
may be necesrary to secure a general liberty of thoroughfare. For this 
purpose a wholly new executive power is become internally requsite, 
and a partition of the mass is an easier form of remedy than a reorgani- 
zation of the whole in its integrity. 


Suppose France had taken possession of Egent; England of the 
Holy Land; Persia of Asia Minor; Kussia of Wallachia, Moldavia, aud 
Delta of the Dannbe; Austria of Bosnia,Croatia, Servia, and the Southern 
bank of the Danube; and that the Greeks had been assisted to found an 
independent monarchy, or reoublic, extending from the Macedonian 
Pyrenees to the Morea, and iuciading the isles of the Archipelago: 
what power, what mass of individuals, any where wonld have suffered 
by thechauge? Only the Ottoman dynasty, The Tarks, wio could not 
have lived comfortably in European Greece, would have fonad in Asia 
Minor an eviightened Mahometan Sovereignty, and there have sorght 
av asylum. All the other provinces would have been annered to 
governments amply competent to the wise direction of their recour. 
ces. If Sweden, if Prassia, had complained of being omitted in 
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the division of the spoil, Russia might have receded in favor of the 
Ove from part of Finland, in favor of the other from part of Peland, 
and might have received Adrimople and Constantinovle as equivalent 
to such concessions. It should seem, therefore; that a short smmmer’s 
armament might have hitche? the printing presses, and the connected 
Civilization of modern Earope, ‘to Cairo, to Jerasalem, to Autioch, to 
Constantinople, to Athens, and to Yassi. 


The «ff «ts of such a change on Eoropean policy in general would 
have been highly advantageous. France, provided in Egypt witha 
drain for her exuberant popuiation, would become less westiess and 
agitable, less apt to covet coutiguous extension, less Liable to the con- 
qnest-feve:; in short, a safer neighbour. England would explore and 
illustrate the religions antiquities of Palestine, aud would establish along 
the Perrian guif an easy and rapid traffic with her Indian empire. 
Pe: sia, again mi-tress of the territory once consolidated as the Parthian 
emvire, would find the ancient seats of magnificence again resuming 
their primweval importance. Russia wonld transfer her metropolis to 
the coasts of the Euxine, would adopt the langaage and acquire the 
manners of a softer climate, and wonld condense a new civilization 
around Odessa, Cherson, Bucharest, Galatz, and the other havens of a 
oore inhospitable sea, This would change both the language and the 
spirit of the Russian cabinet, which would henceforth become a southern 
neta northern power, and would suffer Sweden and Prussia gradually 
to usurp on its Baltic ascendancy, arid its snowy Arctic deserts. Austria, 
attracted lower down the Danube by the convenience of administration, 
would adopt Bada fora metropolis, Hungarian for the national language, 
aud wonld inseusibly relinquish that influence over the German empire 
which is now exerted with an illiberality so odions. The Greeks. a new 
force iu al \auee with Rossia, would probably choose Saloniea for their 
seat of government ; beeanse the natare of modern commerce eventually 
plants the largest town on the largest river; and, under the guidance of 
their soperstit ons priesthond, they would more closely emulate the Mace- 
doviaus of St. Paul, than the Athenians of a prior verivd. Still this na- 
tton wonld avquire great maritime ascendency in the Mediterranean, 
would employ the piratical sailors now in the service af the barbarians, 
and be able to suppress the irregular and buccaneering spirit which 


renders the African havens rather formidable than asefal.—Government 
Gazette.

Simple Barometer. 


To the Editor of the Government Gazette, 


The following description of a very simple barometer, appears te 
be worthy of notice. — Your's, 


Government 
Sir, 


A. B. C. 

Take a common phial botue, and cut off the rim and part of the 
neck. This may be done by a piece of string, or rather whipcord; 
twisted round it, and pulled strongly in a sawing position by two per- 
sons; one of whom holds the bottic firmly in his left hand, Heated ia 
a few minutes by the friction of the string, and then dipped suddenly 
into cold water, the bottle will be decapitated more easily than by any 
other means, even than by a guillotine. 

Let the phial be vow nearly filled with common pnmp-water, and, 
applying the finger to its mouth, tarn it quickly upside down; on re- 
moving the finger it will be found that only a few drops escape. With- 
out cork or stopper of any kind, the water will be retained within the 
bottle by the pressure of the external air: the weight of air withont the 
phial being so much greater than that of the small quantity within it, 


Now let a bit of tape be tied rownd the middle of the bottle, te 
which the two ends of the string may be attached, so as to form a loop 
to hang ow a nail; let it be thus suspended, in a perpendicular manner, 
with the mouth open downwards ; and this is the barometer. 

When the weather is fair and inclined to be so, the water will be 
level with the sectiou of the neck, or rather elevated above it, and form. 
ing a concave surface. When disposed to be wet, a drop will, appear 
at the mouth, which will enlarge till it falls, and then another drop, 
while the humidity of the atmosphere continues. 

To the truth of this experiment I can give my probatum est; bunt 
shall be glad if any of your scientific cor:espondents will explain more 
particularly the ratio of it. Why will not the water remain in the bottle 
voless the rim be cut off? whichis the fact. Why should the water 


drop in moist weather, when (as I have tried) holding the bottle before 
the fire will produce the same effeci?
